Soviet Association wanted to put in the Greek Orthodox Church in Tsingtao 
in order to gain control of tae church) arrived in Tsingtao on 27 dune 
1847 with @ letter from A. MW. Dorofeyev, viceesonsul in Tiontein, 
notifying the Soviet colony in Tsingtao that thirty-two Soviet citizwna 
have been cleared ty Moscow for return to the UESR. Among these are 
Ac A. Kostin (member of the Soviet Association committed), 

A. 8S. Lissogorsky (cheirman of the Soviet Associstion), and a psrson 
named Rogov, (identity unknown, not ¥. NH. Rogov of TASS in Shanghai);
